Firefighter Bickel 
volunteers his time once a year for visits by four kindergarten classes from Sierra Madre 
Elementary School. 


The contingency plan in disaster preparedness 
at Methodist Hospital, Arcadia, relating to the 
possibility of emergencies in the San Gabriel Valley, 
had a chance to be put into operation over the 
weekend and the result was very affirmative, accord¬ 
ing to Phyl Gledhill, director of occupational 
health and safety at the facility. 

“The system was implemented efficiently and 
went well, Gledhill told The News. “We are ready 
for any emergency.” 

While Methodist Hospital of Arcadia board 
members, part of the administrative staff and a 
number of staff doctors met for their annual retreat 
in Ojai, the phone system at the hospital shut down 
Friday evening, leaving the facility without com¬ 
munication outside the hospital and creating a need 
for doctors, patients and families to rely on pay 
telephones inside the facility. 

“If we have a major earthquake we will lose 
our phone system. That’s why we have a contingency 
plan in'place and it was activated over the week¬ 
end. The police and fire departments were notified 
immediately. We had at our fingertips all the 30 pay 
phone numbers in the hospital. We notified the 
families of patients and gave them the pay phone 
numbers on the floor of their patients. Then we 
called all the doctors’ exchanges to let them know 
of our problem,” Gledhill said. 

The AT&T phone system outside the hospital 
ceased working about 7:30 p.m., Friday, when the 
$100,000 rectifier powering the system broke 


down. 

A replacement part was fond in Sacra¬ 
ment and the system was back into operation by 
9:30 p.m. Sunday. 

In the meantime, however, a backup had to 
be found. Gledhill said that when they realized 
the problem might be a lenghty one. Pacific Bell 
in Alhambra was alerted and the switching center 
there put into operation all pay phones plus the 
“445” number for people calling into the hospital. 

The breakdown caused the hospital to receive 
only one or no calls at a time. People inside 
were forced to use walkie-talkies and a paging 
system, and extra personnel were brought on staff 
to run messages from callers to doctors, nurses and 
patients inside the hospital. 

By Saturday, workmen had rigged a non-pay 
phone line capable of receiving outside calls. Doctors 
in emergency room hospital caps and gowns were 
seen in hallways, using pay phones. 

For awhUe. paramedics from outside the area 
were being told to divert trauma patients away from 
the facility because of the problems involved in 
contacting physicians and family members. However, 
as of Sunday morning the trauma cases were accepted 
once more. 

The hospital service never shut down, of 
course, even though it was handicapped by the 
communication breakdown. 

“It was business as usual,” Gledhill told The 
News.

The American Cancer Society’s 
12th annual Great American Smoke¬ 
out, set for today, Thursday, Nov. 17, 
provides the prefect opportunity to say 
“no” to smoking “yes” to better 
health. 

Volunteers in the Northeast Los 
Angeles County Unit will participate 
in the “Smokeout Express” train ride 
that leaves Oxnard at 8:35 and arrives 
at Union Station at 12:20 a.m. The 
“Smokeout Express” is part of Amtrak’s 
SouUiern California 774 southbound 
jtHMii^ aii4 will be fdled with celebrities, 
afong with smokers and their friends 
helping them quit. 

The “Express” is sponsored jointly 
with radio station KIIS-FM, and parti¬ 
cipating celebrities will include Michael 
Gross of NBC’s “Family Ties” and 
Mr. Potato Head, celebrating his one- 
year anniversary as a non-smoker.

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Medical waste 
penalties stressed 


Penalties for the il¬ 
legal dumping of medical 
wastes should be 
increased, says Congress¬ 
man Carlos J. Moor¬ 
head, R-California. 

Speaking on the floor 
of the House of 
Representatives, Moor¬ 
head said the Health 
Waste Anti-Dumping 
Act, HR 5225, would 
accomplish this goal by 
imposing fines up to 
$250,000 and/or a prison 
term up to five years for 
any person who know¬ 
ingly and consciously en¬ 
dangers the quality of 
life by dumping medical 
wastes. 

Conviction would al¬ 
so result in the forfeiture 
of any property of pro¬ 
ceeds derived as a result 


of the dumping, he said. 

“We have a serious 
problem in certain 
parts of the country 
with the illegal dump¬ 
ing of toxic and infec¬ 
tious wastes from medi¬ 
cal and veterinary facili¬ 
ties,” said Moorhead. 
“When improperly 
managed, this waste 
can cause a variety of 
serious health and 
environmental prob¬ 
lems. In New Jersey and 
New York, illegal dump¬ 
ing has also caused con¬ 
siderable economic 
hardships,” stated 
Moorhead. 

“This is a very bad 
practice that could 
become contagious if 
Congress fails to act,” 
said Moorhead.

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Nutritionist heais seif

When rheumatoid ar¬ 
thritis forced her to 
teach ballet from a chair 
and threatened her to 
life in a wheelchair, 
Joyce Johnson of Mon¬ 
rovia was not satisfied 
with what the medical 
world prescribed so she 
embarked upon a study 
of nutrition as a 
means to better health. 

Johnson has given up 
Ballet Petitie, her 
dancing school in La 
Canada, not for physical 
reasons, but because she 
has an impassioned 
mission to help oihyrs 
feel as energetic and as 
healthy as she does | 
now. 

Fifteen years ago she 
began a study of nutri¬ 
tion that has landed her 
a degree from CalState 
Los Angeles and has 
made possible a career 
change that has found 
her as chairman of 
the Los Angeles County 
Task Force on Nutrition, 
director for the Pritikin 
Better Health Pro¬ 
gram, nutritionalist 
for the Pasadena Com- 
iminilv Hospital, insinie- 
tor at Pasadena City 
College and Ambassador 
College and now as 
owner of a wellness 
center in Monrovia. 

As lecturer and cond¬ 
uctor of seminars, she 
carries her message 
all over the country. 
Johnson’s speaking 
engagements from Sep¬ 
tember through Novem¬ 
ber will take her from 
coast to coast, from 
Santa Barbara to Ft. 
Lauderdale, with in-

between stops in Ohio 
and Indiana. 

For people with aller¬ 
gies, degeiieialive diseases 
and obesity as well as 
those seeking optimum 
health, Johnson teaches 
and promotes six steps, 
or “lingks in the chain 
to good health.” 

Though food, stressing 
high fiber and low fat, 
is important, it does not 
stand along in reversing 
or altering conditions 
that plaque ones well¬ 
being. Other important 
elements are supplements, 
exercise, positive think¬ 
ing, relaxation-stress 
management and spiri¬ 
tual beliefs. 

Johnson adds that 
everyone doesn’t get well 
magically, but she 
stressed the importance 
of doctor and nutrion- 


alist working together 
for the maximum bene¬ 
fit to patients. 

She urges those 
afflicted to go to a doc¬ 
tor for a medical diagno¬ 
sis, then to a nutrition¬ 
alist who can stimulate 
the curing potential 
by changing body chem¬ 
istry through proper 
nutrition. “We know 
what foods stimulate 
healing of the body 
and which foods encour¬ 
age disease,” emphasizes 
Johnson. However, she 
points out that a 
nutritionalist, according 
to law, cannot cure dis¬ 
ease. 

While she has had 
considerable experience 
woikine will' chiio- 
practors, she is excited 
about a breakthrough 
with medical doctors 


who are recognizing 
the potential of nutrition 
as a means of treating 
disease. Toward this 
end, she is addressing, 
through in-house tele- ^ 
vision, the staff of a ^ 
large hospital in Colum- b 
bus, Ohio on the topic S 
“What Today’s v 
Physicians Need to Know e 
About Nutrition.” ^ 

Though she always t 
considered herself shy, ^ 
this 58-year-old native < 
of Washington, D.C., 1 
realized a speaking talent 
after appearing as a ' 
guest on radio and tele- ' 
vision. She has made ' 
tapes on various diseases: 
arthritis, heart, aller¬ 
gies, cancer, diabetes 
and obesity. She also 
offers a newsletter on 
allcieics which is 
available by calling her 
Monrovia office, 357- 
1234. 

Her oratorical skills 
landed her the bronze 
Microphone Award 
from the National Pro¬ 
fessional Speakers Asso¬ 
ciation in 1987 and ear¬ 
lier this year the 
Silver ATM Accomplish¬ 
ed Toastmaster Highest 
Communioation Award 
from Toastmasters 
International. 

Her books, “Discover 
Your Energy” and “Your 
. Guide to Food Supple- 
, ments,” promote pro- 
, per diet, adequate exer¬ 
cise and positive thinking 
for better health.

Sierra Madre Planning Conunissioners this eve¬ 
ning, Thursday, Nov. 17, can anticipate a long 
agenda of 15 items, the last to continue their re¬ 
view of the proposed Hillside Ordinance. 

Lena’s Ice Cream Shop at 45 N. Baldwin 
Ave. requests three, 24-inch tables and chairs to 
be place outside their business, consistent with 
the Touch of France and The Arrangers. 

Fred Crockett, developer of the Lotus Lane 
DEVELOPMENT IN THE NORTHERN SEC¬ 
TION OF Sierra Madre, has requested to talk with 
the commission concerning that area. Attached to 
the packet is a letter from Fire Marshal Bill Kra¬ 
mer in which he states that all proposed pads be 
cleared of ail native vegetation to minimize the 
possibility of fire and its spread. He also asks 
Crockett to ensure that erosion of the property is 
kept to a minimum with the use of netting material 
on slopes and plastic sheeting and sand bags. 
Should Crockett follow those rules, Kramer says 
that the likelihood of fire or flood damage will 
be kept to a minimum.
